The term of office of a clerk of court is ordinarily fixed by constitutional provision or by statute.! A clerk's term may expire by 


death, resignation, or removal, as well as by the expiration of the statutory period for which he or she was elected.” 


Vacancy. 


In the absence of a constitutional provision on the subject, the legislature may prescribe the method of filling a vacancy in the 
office of court clerk,” but where the constitution fixes the term of one elected to fill a vacancy, a statute purporting to vary such 
term is invalid.* A rule requiring a special qualifying examination for applicants seeking appointment to office of court clerk 


upon the occurrence of a vacancy does not limit number of times that examination may be administered to one person.” 
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
